settle the controversy conclusively 
it ordered Zimmerman to publish 
the partly vetoed old age pension 
bill and along with it, the $5,000,000 
general relief bill and a minor om- 
nibus appropriations measure.

or executive acts.

The 
east now has more appointees on 
the bench than is customary and 
hence another appointment from 
the Rocky mountain region—this 
time, a man who has lived there 
most of his life—would 
give the 


supreme court the much-discussed 
geographical balance. 


Judge Stephens fits into the pic- 


ture from another angle. While re- 
ligion does not play a part, never- 
theless, all things being equal, pres- 
idents do try to have every faith 
represented. 
Justice Butler was a 


Catholic. Judge Stephens is a Cath- 
olic. His ability to serve as a su- 
preme court justice was attested 
by the fact that the attorney gener- 
al recommended him when the last 
vacancy occurred. He is the logical 
choice this time.

TROUBLE IN GERMANY 


More significant in the recent war 


news than the sinking of a British de- 
stroyer, the attempted air raids on Paris, 
Hitler's rejection of the peace pleas by 
Queen Wilhelmma of the Netherlands and 
King Leopold of Belgium is the increasing 
evidence of disaffection within Germany. 


The reports that have trickled past 


the nazi censors following the Munich 
bombing mystery, of the arrests, disap- 
pearances, illnesses and deaths of a num- 
ber of German aristocrats are being stud- 
ied closely by European statesmen and by 
our own stale department. 
These re- 


ports are regarded as significant because 
a revolt in Germany would undoubtedly 
mean the end of the entire 
European 


nightmare. 


Whether the Munich 
bombing was 


actually an attempt on Hitler's life, or 
whether it was planned by the nazis them- 
selves to arouse the German people to a 
high pitch behind the Fuehrer, it still is 
evidence of internal trouble. If it was a 
genuine attempted assassination, it cer- 
tainly indicates that Heir Hitler does not 
have the undying love <of all of his people. 
That it was a British plot is too fantastic 
to consider seriously. If it was a nazi 
scheme to fire the patriotic fever of the 
German people, the German people are 
not as enthusiastically united as the nazi 
leaders have been claiming.

RAILROAD EFFICIENCY 


The railroads have been doing a little 


boasting, and a report just issued indi-~ 
cates that they are justified, not only for 
the job they are doing but also for the 
example- they are giving of remarkable 
improvement in efficiency. 


According to the report, the railroads 


are now carrying 36 per cent more freight 
than they were three months ago, car- 
loadings having increased 
approximately 


a million. Furthermore, the railroads are 
carrying this increase, 
smoothly and 


promptly, with a smaller rolling stock 
than they had in 1923. 


In answer to the natural question of 


how this is possible, the report gives a 
three-fold answer: modernization, keep- 
ing cars moving and greater operating ef- 
ficiency. 
For instance, since 1923, the 


railroads have spent nine billion dollars 
in modernizing equipment and facilities. 
The locomotive today has 43 per cent 
more pulling rower than it had in 1923; 
the new all-steel freight car holds nine 
more tons; the modern freight train goes 
60 per cent faster and hauls more than 
double the tonnage. 


An equally significant improvement is 


the way freight cars are now kept on the 
move. They are not allowed to pile up 
on sidings as they once did. Through a 
plan by which freight movements can be 
anticipated in advance from the reports of 
regional shippers' advisory boards, trains 
arrive at industrial plants when needed, 
are loaded quickly and move on. Through 
the same system, their arrival at unload- 
ing terminal? can be anticipated virtually 
to the minute and delay avoided. 


These improvements in the operating 


efficiency of the railroads are important 
to tne country as a whole because they 
indicate better, quicker and more eco- 
nomical service for all industry and com- 
merce—a substantial contribution to hope 
for better times for c-vervone.

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McNutt Believes Government, 


Business Must Work Together 


BY EAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—In outlining his basic political philosophy in the Lake- 


land (Fla.) speech, presidential candidate Paul McNutt stated, as I point- 
ed out yesterday, that American democracy must use its government to 
establish an economic floor below which no American citizen can fall. 


That means, for instance, social-security legislation, wages-and-hours 


protection, and probably some kind of health pro- 
gram. Mr. McNutt makes the practical argument that 
such measures constitute a necessary form of insur- 
ance for democracy. When men are faced with unem- 
ployment, illness and old-age insecurity, when they 
are goaded by terrifying fears for their families, when 
even food and shelter are threatened, they do not lis- 
ten to the voices of moderate men. They fall prey to 
demagogues and crackpots. You see that in California 
now. 


Under the Roosevelt administration legislation has 


been enacted to provide some of these cushions ad- 
vocated by Mr. McNutt But these have been ques- 
tioned as being socialistic in character, and as taking 
us down the road to some kind of totalitarian govern- 
ment. menacing our system of private enterprise.

Nothing, I am afraid, except to

And that won't do very 
much good while he is little, be- 
cause children are far more influ- 
enced by the children they play 
with than they are by their parents, 
but later on in life- your instructions 
will come home to save him.

Do each, and all of these exercises

When the school fails to teach a child, and repeated experiences con; 
firm the failure, he is examined by the expert who usually finds what 
the teacher already knew—that he is a backward, mentally deficient 
child. There are many such children in every community. They are in all 
races, all classes of society, and their deficiencies vary with the individ- 
ual, no two being alike. 


The problem of what to do with them, how to make them happy as 


possible without allowing them to fall into the hands of the unscrupulous 
folk who are ever ready to use them for their own selfish ends, is one that 
has bothered society for generations. 


Some of these children can be trained to do certain forms of industrial 


labor. The great majority of them cannot be trained to be self-supporting. 
As long as they live they must be, and should be under the supervision 
of experienced and skilful leaders. They should be protected from the 
unscrupulous, and from their own ignorance and weakness. The time is 
close at hand when every child, known to be mentally deficient, will be 
listed and supervised and protected until death closes the record. 


What can be done with those that can be trained to make them most 


effective? Usually the answer is handwork. That is all right if one under- 
stands that these children cannot 
do accurate, careful work for any 
length of time. Some of them can 
do a bit of accurate work on a job, 
but because fatigue sets in early, 
close to the heels of any effort he 
makes, the next bit is out. This in-

Against War, Lecturer Says 


Neenab—Declaring that the Unit- 


ed States is the most nearly self-sup- 
porting nation in the world, Grant C. 
Haas, Madison, said in the third 
of a series of six lectures on world 
problems last night at Kimberly 
school that the United States is one 
country which could most afford 
to engage in war. 


He qualified this statement, how- 


ever, by saying that because of this 
fact, the United States has the best 
reason in the world for not taking 
part in a war. It doesn't need any- 
thing from the other nations. 


Analyzing situations in the war 


last week, Haas said that the trade 
act between five southeastern Euro- 
pean countries to maintain neutral- 
ity at all 'costs was the most im- 
portant event. The countries are 
Greece, Yugoslavia, Rumania, Tur- 
-key, and Bulgaria. 


Contending that Russia wouldn't 


push iti demands on Finland to a 


point of war, Haas said he expected 
the matter to die down. He said 
that Russia is determined to stay 
out of the European conflict 


Discussing Germany's situation in 


the war. he said that the radical 
•wing in the nazi party wants a strip 
of land in southern Holland and 
north of Belgium, for 
the 
land 


would make it easier for Germany 
to strike at England. But the wiser 
heads in the nazi party are opposed 
to taking this strip, for it will prove 
that Germany is in a desperate sit- 
uation and 
would alienate 
the 


world's opinion 
from 
Germany. 


Germany is just taking a chance 
that the war will end in a hurry. 


Haas said there won't be much 


heavy fighting until spring because 
of geographical and weather condi- 
tions, and by that time the war may 
be ended. 


He showed the importance of raw

GIANT CRANES 


There is a bird with a long neck 


which has given its name to an im- 
portant machine. I am thinking of 
the crane. The slanting "jib" of a 
crane might make a person think of 
a crane's neck. 


Cranes are machines which are 


made to lift things and to move 
them. They were in use before the 
Age of Power Machines. To this 
day, we have hand-power cranes. 
They are not very large, but with 
the help of wheels, pulleys and 
ropes, a man using such a crane can 
lift a heavy weight. 


Huge crane handling: railway loco- 


motive. 
Big cranes are driven by steam, 


electricity, compressed air or water 
power. They are mighty helpers in 
the work of the world. 


Perhaps 3-ou have visited a ma- 


chine shop and have seen a "travel- 
ing crane." It may stretch from qne 
side of a huge room to the other, 
each end resting on rails. It is high 
above the floor, and has cables or 
chains which can be dropped down. 


A machine or other object may- 


be lifted up, the cable being drawn 
over a drum or wheel by the use 
of power. After the object is lifted, 
the traveling crane moves along the 
rails and transports it to another 
part of the shop. 


Crane of other kinds are used out- 


doors. They are of great help in 
loading ocean vessels, also vessels 
which travel about the Great Lakes. 
A large crane may load 2000 tons of 
ore in a single day. 


Loading cranes have huge arms. 


These armg may be lowered or rais- 
ed. or made to swing from side tc 
side. The "booms" of power shovels 
are cranes. 


Some cranes have vast power, and 


can be used to lift railway locomo- 
tives. 
After moving a locomotive 


scores of yards, the crane lets it 
down very gently. 


Crane with huge dippers — in other 


words, power shovels — were used in 
digging the Panama Canal. 
After 


masses of rock were broken up, the 
shovels scooped up the pieces. 
Thousands of cubic yards of broken 
rock were moved in a single day. 
Had it not been for machines of this 
kind, there might be no Panama 
Canal today. 


Floating cranes have been used 


in the Panama Canal and elsewhere. 
They were proved of great service 
in moving heavy objects from one 
side of the canal to the other.
